rison Belnses to Capitulate 


to His Foes. 


REFUSES SAFETY OF 


THE NONCOMBATANTS 


Now Expected That the Japanese 


Attack Will be Resumed Imme- 


diately and With Great 


Intensity. 


LONDON, Aug. 18,—Japan has offi- 


cially notified Great Britain tliat she 
docs not propose to give up the Russian 
torpedo boat destroyer Rycshitclni, cap- 
tured in the harbor of Che Foo August 
12. 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—A dispatch to the 


Japanese legation from Tokio announces 
that a reply was received from the com- 
mander oi the Russian forces at Port 
lArthur yesterday refusing either to sur- 
render to the besieging force of Japanese 
or to send out the. noncombatants. 


' ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 18,—12:20 p. 
m.—The report that General Stoessel the 
Russian commander at'Port Arthur, de- 
clined to capitulate in response to the 
Japanese sumraonj creates no surprise. 
The -war 'office would have been amazed 
if he had yielded.

TOKIO, Aug. 18.—Noon.—Lieut. Gen. 


Stoessel in command at Port Arthur, has 
refused to surrender and has declined the 
offer by the Japanese for the removal of 
noncombatants. Reasons for this latter 
action are not given," tut'it'.is pr.9bab.le 
.that noncombatants are unwilling to ac- 
cept-a favor';at the-hands'of the Japa- 
nese?" They confess, however, that neces- 
sity for-their removal exists. It is ex- 
pected, that the Japanese attack will be 
resumed immediately; it is now entering 
upon its final stage. 


REFUSED BOTH PROPOSALS. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 38.—The Japa- 


Hc«e legation has received the following 
telegram from the foreign office at To- 
kio : 


The commander of the Japanese forces 


besieging Port Arthur reports that on 
the 10th, he sent to the enemy's out- 
>osts an officer under a flng of truce 


to $50,000,000 the realization of which 
t says, is already provided for, the Offic- 
al Messenger points out that the official 
return issued May 31, showed that up- 
wards of $150,000,000 was available for 
military purposes at .the beginning of the 
war.

NO TROUBLE ANTICIPATED. 


PARIS, Aug. 18.—The news that Japan 
has -practically sent, an ultimatum to 
Jhina charging the enforcement of her 
neutraWty, in the ease of 'the protected 
cruiser Aslcold and the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Grozovoi, causes 'surprise but not 
alarm here, the impression prevailing 
that China will be officially' willing to 
carry out her neutrality obligations and 
especially when she favors Japan. Well 
informed" circles consider that Chian's re- 
fusal to comply with the Japanese de- 
mand is most improbable, unless-under 
strong pressure by foreign consuls, but it 
is not denied hero that China's .refusal, 
followed by violent action, on Japan's 
part, would eritnil serious-complications. 


NOT AT CRITICAL POINT. 


BERLIN, Aug. 18.—The foreign office 


taking note of the possible rupture be- 
tween China and Japan in connection 
with the repairs to Russian war vessels 
nt Shang Hai,. expresses the view that 
Japan may send a small warship into 
the harbor to ascertain whether the dis- 
armament of the Russian ships" has! oc- 
curred. But the officials here do not'be- 
lieve that the matter has reached a criti- 
cal stage, or that' a serious stuatipa will 
result. Tho German vie^7, naturally, is 
that China would take the same course 
toward the-Russian vessels at Shang Hai 
as Germany did towards those who 
sought refuse ;at Tsing Tau.

General Stoessel in command 
nt Port Arthur, refuses to surrender to 
the Jananese and that the Russians be- 
gan preparing again at the, time set for 
replying to the Japanese demand 


Th«y confirm also previous reports 


that there are seven Russian ships in 
Port Arthur harbor in addition to tor- 
pedo boats and torpedo boat destroyers 
and that the Japanese have lost 20,000 
men before Port Arthur during the last 
ten days. 


TOLD OF SHIP'S SINKING. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 18.—12:13 p 


>f.—This morning, for the first time "the 
newspapers were allowed to print the 
fact tliat the cruiser Rurik had boon 
dunk. The news was held back until the 
government had received official confir- 
mation from Vladivostok. The tone of 
the press comments summed up by a line 
in the Russ. 


"The Rurik died a hero's death. That 


is the only consolation we have."

Jn five of the seven districts of. the pro- 
vince of St. Petersburg has been com- 
pleted and the mobilization of those of 
the Russian capital. itself is expected to 
be announced in a few days. Probably 
30.000 men'will be taken out of-the popu- 
lation and called to the colors. Many 
factory and mill hands will, be included, 
but the effect industrially will be lessen- 
ed because most .of the manufactories 
•wero already running on short time.

across the prow of the.battleship Con- 
necticut when she is launched at the New 
York navy yard next month'. 


On behalf of the Christian Endcavorers 


of Connecticut, H. E. Spooner forwarded 
to the navy department a number o£ pe- 
titions requesting that, wine be not used 
K.t this function, but that there be used 
in its stead "pure crystal spring water 
from the Connecticut hills, against which, 
for nearly 300 years, no indictment has 
Locn found, nnd which has played.a.vital 
purt in building.'the'sons of Connecticut 
into the sinews-of-the nation." ':

Acting Secretary "Of the Navy Darling 


in his reply, wrote: 
••' "'• 


"I have great respect for your cause 


ar.d your organization, but in.this par- 
ticular case, as a practical-question, I am, 
unable to reach your- conclusions.^ If thcj 
,5'outh of the country are misled it is rtp.t' 
by the ceremony of-breaking wine upon 
the iron prow of a battleship, but be- 
cause they follow false prophets, and, if 
such use of wine is questionable to others 
and offensive to many, it is -because of 
'evil to him who evil .thinks.' 


"It is inconceivable that the breaking 


of a bottle of wine upon the Connecti- 
cut can injure her as a battleship, or 
work the slightest injury to any'man, 
and, as an example, it seems to me that 
the cause of temperance would be better 
served if more of the world's product of 
wines were spilled overboard to wash the 
hulls of battleships.' 


"Finally permit me to suggest 
that 


you and the 3,000,000 people you repre- 
sent, ought 
to find comfort in the 


thought that wine thus expended can 
neither imperil the soul nor'contribute to 
the cup of human sorrow."

THREE KILLED YESTERDAY. ' 


SIATESBORO, Ga., Aug. 18.—"We 


shall have, trouble with the negroes here 
uut as long as they can't behave," was 
.he remark of a leading citizen of.Statcs- 
>oro, yesterday, as he commented on the 
;errible scenes of yesterday., 


'Thnt.be was not mistaVen.^w.as shp%vn 


by the developments of yesterday .'-'One 
negro- found "dead by the roadside five 
miles east of the town, his body pierced 
)y two Winchester bullets; two negroes 
one of the '"old time darkies," and his 
son 17 years old, shot in their cabin dur 
ng the late hours'.of last .night by un- 
cnown mauraudcrs; half a dozen cases 
of flogging which are of nightly-occur- 
rence, too frequent to excite more than 
massing notice—such was the history of 
;he doy. The scene of excitement has 
shifted from this city to the rich agri- 
cultural region bounding it; • 


•This'is the condition in this section. 


It'is not a raqe war, for "violence comes 
all'from one .side. It is a determination 
on the'part of. a large class of citizens 
;o rid the community of a class-.of blacks 
:hat is said to have made life unsafe 
lere." Men of property and family make 
n'o. secret, of .their intentions or of. their 
approyalof such plans..

COULD HAVE PREVENTED. 


The general opinion is that a deter 


mined stand by the officers in command 
of the handful of troops would have pre- 
vented the burning of the two negroes. 


It transpired from some source that 


Capt. Hitch's company had received or 
deris not to load their guns, but to use 
bayonets alone in repelling tho mob. 
Consequently those on duty about the 
courthouse were disarmed by the crowd 
and their guns'were not returned to 
them until after the negroes were at the 
stake. 


•MILITIAMEN TO RESIGN. 


It is stated that the Statesboro mil- 


itia have prepared, bheir resignations for 
tho governor. Judge Daly's efforts .to 
quiet the mob were heroic. Hearing the 
approach of the mob he rushed from tho 
bench and entreated the invaders, to re- 
spect .the law. A public. legal hanging 
was demanded. Judge Daly declared he 
had not the right to promise, it. .Then 
the crowd brushed him to one side. 


David H. Plett, new treasurer of the

the winding streets of historic Boston 
today and 400,000 people who had as- 
sembled from all sections of the United 
States, saw pass in review the Grand 
Army ol tho Republic. This was the 


• feature of all tho. events of national en- 
campment week. 


At the state house the parade was. re- 


viewed by Governor Bates with Gov.

former Massachusetts governors, Sena- 
tor Lodge and Booker T. Washington. 
At the city hall Mayor Collins, with 


• former mayors and the mayors of nearby 
cities saw the pageant and on Boilston 
street Commander in. Chief Black re- 
viewed comrades who had come from 42 
states and two territories. 


' BOSTON,' Mass., Aug. 
16.—Today 


dawned clear and 'fairly cool for the G. 
A. R. parade of tho veterans of the G. 
A. R., and in honor of the occasion the 
day was generally observed as a holiday 
by all classes of business. 
• During.the nigUt wahy trains came in 
•with posts and delegations and early in 
the day when the crowded specials from 
points within 100 miles of Boston,began 
to arrive, traffic at. both the big termi- 
nals became choked. -The.people jartmed 
the train sheds and terminals and then 
spreading out, began trf fill tho sidcwliiks 
and all places along the line of march. 
There was a prospect of warmer condi- 
tions as the day should grow,,but the 
clear skies and bright sun cheered alike 
the hearts of veteran and spectator. . 


25,000 VETERANS IN LINE. 


Early in the forenoon arrived the last 


division of the invading Grand. Army. 
From California to Maine and. Massachu- 
setts, and from the s.tates.between a host 
'had come and at 10 o'clock the hour sot 
for tho parade to move, 25,000 men were 
in line. 


Along the lino of march, at ever}' avail- 


able point, viewing stalls had been built 
nnd these began to .fill early, particular- 
ly those on the Boston common. 'Ar- 
rangements had been made for veterans 
who were physically unable to engage in 
the parade, or who did not care to do so, 
to view the procession from a stand in 
Winthrop .Square.

Along Tremont street to Boyl- 
ston street where one continuous stand 
had been erected on the common, 13,000 
people, for the most .part. delegates to 
tho G. A. R., and affiliated organizations 
and their friends, viewed the parade, Tho 
applause for the soldiers which had been 
spontaneous and loud along; the line of 
march, became a tempest as the veterans 
moved past the continuous mass -of -peo- 
ple.

The story of how Theodore Larsen lost 


his life in a yacht, collision near the en- 
trance to Eacine harbor on the night of 
July 30, was told to a coroners jury at 
the court house this morning. Evidence 
proved that the sail yacht MeriUa, ol 
Kenosha, commanded by P. L. Jackson, 
had just rounded the south, harbor, pier 
and sailing with a stiff south wind into 
the river, with lights out, when a gaso- 
line launch, containing Theodore "Lareen 
and four other young men, was running 
east toward the lake, with no light, ex- 
cept a lantern stationed near the engine. 


CRUSHED BETWEEN BOATS. 


The crew of the sail yacht could hear 


the exhaust of the gasoline launch, but 
were unable to see it. The launch crew 
saw the yacht, but not until it was too 
lato to get out of the-way, the south 
pier shutting out the lights.' When the 
discovery was male an-effort was made 
to run the launch close to the pier. They 
came' together. Captain - Jackson testi- 
fied that the launch' struck' his' boat .near 
'the'bowsprit, while the • crew of the 
launch testified -that' the sail'boat'hit 
the launch'near the stern,'directly at the 
soot'where Mr. Larsen sat, that'he was 
knocked overboard, fell between the two 
boats and Edward Carlson made an ef- 
fort'to: pull him in the boat,'but failed. 
In the opinion of the launch crew, Mr. 
Larsen was crushed to death between 
the boats and tnat when Carbon was 
obliged to let'go in order to save his life, 
the body sank, almost with the sinking 
of the launch. 


It was evident that the accident was 


unavoidable and that tho crew of the 
launch should have had lights and kept 
out of the way of the sailing boat. 


THE CAPTAIN'S STORY. 


The first witness- was Captain F. L. 


Jackson, of the yacht Merilla. The wit- 
ness told how the boat left Kenosha, 
was coming in. the harbor with mainsail, 
staysail and jib set and with proper 
lights out. They did not see the launch 
and that the first they knew was when 
the launch struck their bowsprit. .When 
the accident occurred he called for his 
crew to run forward. Their 
bowsprit 


was pulled out. Four of the' launch 
crew climbed on the sail boat and re

The war 'office would'have been amazed 
if he had yielded. 


TOKIO, Aug. 18.—Noon.—Lieut. Gen. 


Stoessel in command at Port Arthur, has 
refused to surrender and has declined the 
offer by the Japanese for the removal of 
noncombatants. Reasons for this latter 
action are not given, -bnt'it is probable 
that noncombatants are unwilling to ac- 
eept-a favor' at the-handsJof the Japa- 
nese. They confess, however, that neces- 
sity for their removal exists. It is ex- 
pected that the Japanese attack will be 
resumed immediately; it is now entering 
Upon its final stage. 


REFUSED BOTH PROPOSALS.

Trnppel assured the Japanese admiral 
that'all the Russian ships were disman 
tied, that their guns hod been disabled 
and their ammunition remov-ed. The'ad- 
miral then departed and as the Japan- 
ese destroyer left the harbor she was sa- 
luted by the German warships. 


The Japanese officers assured the cor- 


respondent of the Associated Press that 
the Germans haa promised that the Che 
Foo incident would not be repeated at 
Tsing Tnu. 


The Japanese ships off this port con- 


sist of one cruiser and four destroyers. 


The Germans have notified the Japan- 


ese that they will fire on any ship enter- 
ing the harbor at nighi without lights. 
Every precaution is being taken to 
guard against a repetition of the Che 
Foo incident. One German cruiser re- 
mains on guard outside the harbor. The 
others are inside. 


The correspondent is unable to confirm 


the report that the protected cruiser 
Novik was sunk forty miles from Tsing 
Tau after the battle of August 10.

: "That the peace conference'at The Ha- 
.gue should limit the prohibition against 
dynamiting from balloons for the short 
space of five years is inexplicable if the 
practice was shocking inhumanity. 


The; dum-dum bullet was held to ba 


against civilized usages in wa'ffare, and 
its'prqhibition .was made ^perpetual. But 
it was'not and would not be more inhu- 
man than dynamiting an advancing army 
from balloons; nor than dynamiting, an 
investing force around a fortress through 
the use of dynamite in mines. War is 
sufficiently destructive in the use of the 
Krag-Jorgensen and Krupp guns and the 
bombs thrown from mortars, to say 
nothing of the bayonet. The use of dy- 
namite from balloons if inhuman and ab- 
horrent to modern usages of warfare at 
the beginning of the five years has lost 
nothing during that period. The prohibi- 
tion ought to have been made perpetual."

MARKED BY SIMPLICITY. 


The ceremonies were held on.the lawn 


of the White Sulphur Springs hotel, 
which affords a natural amphitheater, 
the ground sloping up from the speaker's 
stand on all sides and sheltered by huge, 
spreading oaks. The d»y was an ideal 
one from every standpoint. An early 
morning fog had been dissipated by the 
•un nnd the air -vyas still and crisp. Hun- 
dreds of Democrats had assembled from 
the Virginias and bordering-states and 
heavy train loads brought others ^from 
a distance. Sturdy mountaineers came 
on horseback, on foot and iu wagons, 
with their families. The ceremonies

ALL DUE 0.0 GOVERNMENT. . 


Remember especially that all prosper- 


ity amongst the people is due to gov- 
ernment; that government in taking 
with the hand of taxation 'from one man 
in order to hot-house the prosperity of 
another, has, in some way or other, ben- 
efited and enriched both. Do not stbp 
to explain.how this 'is possible. It 
would take too much time. It might, 
besides that, be embarrassing. If any-

hi« glory. Your legal,t^tle, might be- 
come "Prince d'Outre Mere." ' J. know 
you would run some little risk of hav- 
ing him designate,his secretary*of war 
as his successor, but I believe I would 
chance it. Besides, peace is a tame and 
unstrenuous thing, a&da"smothers'' out 
some of the^flne'st instfflhts-of manhood." 
Shakespeare said:- "In 'thy-right hand 
carry gentle peace to silence 'envious 
tongues," - Our forefathers, even down 
through the times of Lincoln and Grant, 
thought this sentiment sound morality 
and sound policy, for nations, as well as 
for individuals. We know now that the 
right policy is "to tread soitly and carry 
a Dig stick." 


Who was the fool who said, "War is 
hell," anyway,? My word for it, he nev- 
er saw real war. 


DEFINITION OF WEAKLING. 


Remember* above all things that our 


chief duty as citizens, but especially as 
rulers, is not to be "weaklings" or 
"cowards."* A weakling, sir, is a strange- 
ly domesticated animal, who listens be- 
fore he acts, and who weighs evidence 
before he decides, who modestly vener- 
ates greatness—in others, who actually 
prefers "piping times and peace" to the 
"pomp and circumstance of glorious 
war."

There may be others whose names ap- 


pear on the electorai.ticlfet.who are offi- 
cers' in national banking, institutions and 
who are also disqualified for service as 
electors, but the three mentioned above 
are the only ones so far reported. • 


Tho request for the resignations of 


these electors will 
probably come 


through, the- Wisconsin "member of the 
Republican national committee, as Chair- 
man Cortelyou has addressed a letter to 
each member of his committee calling 
their attention; to the fact that it is be- 
lievefl officers and directors of national 
bank's are! BOfr eligible for 
service 
as 


presidential electors. The basis of this 
ruling is believed to be the second {para- 
graph of section 1, article 2, of the fed- 
eral constitution, which reads as fol- 
lows: 


"Each Estate shall appoint, in such 


manner aa the legislature 'thereof may 
'direct, a number of senators and repre- 
sentatives to which the s£ate may be en^ 
titled in the congress, but no senator or 
representative or person holding an of- 
fice of trust or profit under the United 
States shall be appointed an elector,." 


ADVERSE RULING FEARED. 


It is •understood that this provision of 


the constitution has never 'been inter- 
preted by B court to ineon that a nation- 
al bank director is a "person holding an 
office of trust or profit under the United 
States," bi)t the fear that such a ruling 
would be made were the courts' to , be ap- 
pealed to at a critical time has operated 
to prompt extreme caution, on ,the part 
of national coranrltteemen who insist on 
men. being placed on the electoral tickets 
against whose eligibility no shadow of 
a doubt can be raised. 


It is taken for granted that the elec- 


tors whose status is questioned will rec- 
ognize the necessity of resigning from 
the ticket. By refusing, to do so they 
•would foroe the state central coramJttee 
to remove them, as by permitting them 
to remain the success of the Republican 
ticket would be jeopardized if the elec- 
tion should prove to be -so close that 
three votes would determine the result.

Nine Miles of Cement and Three 


ot Brick Laid This Year. 


Harder on Property Owner's Pur»e, 


Bat Improvement lot City 


Demands the Concrete. 


Never before in the history of Racine 


"Were BO many public improvement* no- 
ticeable «s at the present time, or pel- 
haps as during the past several month?. 
Sidewalk building no doubt take* the 
lead. Hundreds of oid and wooden 
walks have been taken up and replaced 
with , brick, cement or stone. Moat of 
the walks have been put to grade, thus 
beautifying the thoroughfares.' Natur- 
ally these cement and brick walks cost 
a great deal more than the plank walk, 
hardships are involved upon many poor 
property owners and complaints are fre- 
quently heard, but all admit that the 
days of the plank walk in cities are 
nximberect. 


Every day the board of public •works 


office issues twenty or thirty notices to 
people that walks are in such poor con- 
dition that cement or brick walks must 
be laid. ' The law provides that, on 
streets put to grade, paved or to be 
payed, walks must be of cement, brick 
or stone., On account of these orders 
the board is sometimes harshly criticis- 
ed, the property owner charging alt 
kinds of things and insisting that the 
plank sidewalk, with a few new planks, 
would last another year at least. 


MILES OF SIDEWALK LAID. 


But the improvements go along just 


the same^ There are half a dozen conr 
tractors in'- the sidewalk business. In 
looking over'the records of the city enr 
gineerls department 'it is found that thus 
'fa'r this yeaV 'fully nine miles of cement 
sidewalks have been laid and' perhaps 
thre,e miles of brick walks. This far ex- 
ceeds anything in twenty years "past; 
Next year there will be more nfUes or- 
• 
f 
' 
• 
', 
dered and laid and within a,lew years 
Kacine can boast of having walks equal 
to any in the state. It is said that the 
cement walk, fever has also struck other 
cities of the state and many are being 
put in. 


The cost far exceeds other walks, but 


when once down it means that another 
sidewalk will not have' to be built in a 
lifetime.

THE OLDEST VETERAN 


An Indhm Who gwnred In Win of 1819 and 


Confederate Who Alwuyi Voted 


BcpuMlonn Ticket,' ' 


A St. Louis Globe Democrat special 


says: 


GUTHHIE, Okla., Aug. IT.—Strange 


as it may seem, yet Oklahoma claims 
within,, her boundaries the oldest living 
union pensioner, and also the oldest liv- 
ing ex-confederate soldier in the United 
States; strange also is the fact that the 
first is an Indian who frequently bore 
arms against th« government, and tbe 
second is a life-long Whig and Republi- 
can, or as he terms it, a "Yankee party"' 
man. 


Old patriarch Fish is a Seminole In- 


dian, and is 110 years old; he draws a 
pension oi $12 a month for service in 
the union army during the civil war as 
a member,o'f Company K ot the'Indian 
home' guards. He enlisted in 18(J2, :ahd 
•was ' discViargbd, during the 
following 


year on account of old age. Fish was' 
born in TJorida in 1785, and in 1811, on 
account of his prominence in tho tribe, 
be was selected as one of the emissaries 
from Teeumsah to treat with the Brit- 
ish. Be served with the British in the 
war of 1812, and fought against Gen. 
Jackson ut New Orleans. Ho also 
fought against Jackson in the Indian 
wars which followed and participated in 
every .war intervening between the war 
of 1812 and the oivil war, 


Tbe oldest confederate is William La- 


vey, now living in Greet county, who 
was born in east Tennessee in .1801, and 
came westward to Texas in 1818, the 
year Illinois was admitted; as a eUte. 
He has spent,hi* entire life on the fron- 
tier, with tho exception of four years; 
he served In the confederate army as a 
member of a TexM regiment. A pecul- 
iarity of the old man is that although 
Cb confederate soldier and a resident of 
the south nil of his life, yet lie has never 
voted other than the Whig and Bepub- 
lioan itioketg, or,* ai ho terms it; the 
"Yankee ticket."

Those ^Complied In Keoosua County Are 


Sent to Secretary of State. 


County Clerk Crosby has forwarded to 


the secretary of state the report of the 
•dairy statistics for Kenosha county as 
required by 'law; 


The report shows that there are now 


twenty creameries being operated in the 
county and that the value of these crea- 
meries is $42,850. During the year just 
passed two new creameries have been ad- 
ded to the list and none have passed out 
of existence. 
• 


The number (of cows contributing to 


these'creameries daily is 9,211 and they 
are owned by 762 farmers."'The number 
,of pounds of milk received during the 


: twelve months just passed wa'i 34,624,374 
and the number pounds of butter or 
:cheese m'a'de'or condensed millc 'produced 
was 1,646,564. 'Tlie t'o'tal value'of' these 
product's of'the county during the year 
was $345,'829.90i Theidtal numbcrof gal- 
lons' of milk shipped- out of the county 
'during the year was'bnt 202,270'and this 
is only a small per cent of the amount 
sold within the limits of the county. 


The farmers have also. given up the 


art of butter-making and the reports 
show that the butter made on farms in a 
year amounted to only 20,830 pounds and 
its total value was $1I",760.

YACHT CREW NOT 


HELD TO BLAME 


Juiy's Verdict Says Theodore 


Larsen Met Death in Un- 


avoidable Accident. 


LAUNCH WAS SPEEDING 


ALONG WITHOUT LIGHT 


Believed That Deceased Wsa Crashed 


^ 
Between Two Boats—Carlson's , 


Efforts to Pall Him Oat 


Failed. 


The story of how Theodore Laraen lost 


his life in a yacht collision near the en- 
trance to Racine harbor on the night of 
July 30, was told to a coroner's jury at 
the court house this morning. Evidence 
proved that the sail yacht Merilla, of 
Kenoaha, commanded by F. L. Jackson, 
had just rounded the south harbor pier 
and sailing with a stiff south wind into 
the river, with lights out, when a gaso- 
line launch, containing Theodore Larsen 
and four other young men, was running 
east toward the lake, with no light, ex- 
cept a lantern stationed near the engine. 


CRUSHED BETWEEN BOATS. 


The crew of the sail yacht could hear 


the exhaust of the gasoline launch, but 
were unable to see it. The launch crew 
saw the yacht, but not until it was too 
late to get out of the-way4 the south 
pier shutting out the lights.. When the 
discovery was male an effort was made 
to run the launch close to th'e'pier.'T^iey 
came" together. Captain • Jackson testi- 
fied that the launch struck' his boat «ne»r 
'the bowsprit, while the ! crew of 'the 
launch testified-that the suirboat hit 
the launch near the stern, directly at' the 
spot where Mr. Larsen sat/that he was 
knocked overboard, fell between the two 
boats and Edward Carlson made an ef- 
fort to pull him. in the boat,' but failed. 
In the opinion of the launch crew, Mr. 
Larson was crushed to death between 
the boats and tuat when Carlson was 
obliged to let'go in order to save his life, 
the body sank, almost with the sinking 
of the launch. 


It was evident that the accident was 


unavoidable arid that the crew of the 
launch should have hod lights and kept 
out of the way of the sailing boat. 


THE CAPTAIN'S STORY. 


The first witness; was Captain F. L, 


Jackson, of the yacht Merilla. The wit- 
ness told how the boat left Kenosha, 
was coming in the harbor with mainsail, 
staysail and jib set and with proper 
lights out. They did not see the launch 
and that the first they knew was when 
the launch struck their bowsprit. When 
the accident occurred he called for his 
crew to run forward. Their 
bowsprit 


was pulled out. Four of the' launch 
crew climbed on the sail boat arid re- 
ported Larsen was missing. They yelle'd 
and told Larsen to catch hold of the 
,boat behind the yacht, "tiut they saw 
nothing o'f him. Tlioy notified the life 
'saving crew of the accident and boats 


i went out from the station. ''He did not 
believe the accident could '"have ''been 
avoided, and nothing could''lave* been 
done to save young'Larsen. Inbts opin- 
ion the launch did not capsize at once. 
He believed the launch was turning 
around when the collision occurred.' He 
told the rules of navigation and lights 
in the night and said the yacht tied up 
at the dock opposite the coal yards after 
the accident. 


James Blair, mate of the Merilla, told 


substantially the same story as did the 
captain and T. L. Hannas, another of 
the crew, had nothing new to offer, ex- 
cept that they struck the launch. 


E. CARLSON'S VERSION. 


Edward Carlson, one of the occupants 


of the launch, testified to how they were 
out for a ride, intending to go into the 
lake. That the pier hid the sail boat 
lights until it rounded the south pier. 
Then they tried to turn out of the way, 
but could not do it and were struck near 
the stern. Larsen was thrown over "be 
tween the two boats and toat was the 
last seen of him. He said the launch 
had no lights except that a lantern was 
in the boat. Larsen sat on the spot 
where the launch was struck. 
' Edward Holmberg testified that Lar- 
sen fell between the two boats and that 
Mr. Carlson attempted to pull him out, 
but failed. 


Carl Christiansen said that Larsen fell 


between the two boats and he believed 
that the young man was crushed and 
killed, that he appeared lifeless and went 
down with the launch. 


Captain Gus B. Lofberg, keeper of the 


Racine ^life saving crew, testified to hav- 
ing been notified and that he and others 
went out in search of the body and 
found the launch sunk, three feet of the 
bow being out of the wat?r. He furth- 
er said that none of the launches run- 
ning on the river carried lights. 


Captain Richard J. Griffith testified 


to having discovered the body and secur- 
ed it-with a small boat. 


NO BLAM1& ATTACHED. 


The jury, after deliberating, rendered 


the following verdict: "We,- the! jury, 
find' that Theodore Laraen came to his 
death from drowning while on board a 
itaptha launch in the mouth of the har- 
bor, 
at Racine, Wis., on the night of 


July 30, 1904, bj coming into collision 


with th« (ailing yacht Merilla, *roin Ke- 
nosha, Wi». AeeordHng to all of 'the tes- 
timony w« find that th« accident wa» un- 
avoidable." 


The jury was ' composed of Ernest 


Johnson, John Beck, W. B. Vance, Owen 
W. Owen, Charles Roth, H. Raymond. 


Attorney Pater' B. Nelson appeared, for 
e^Kenogha boys and Attorney Roy 


Burgess, assisted Coroner Hoyle, District 
Attorney -'Gittinj not being able to be 
there. 


This afternoon^t 2 o'clock the funeral 


of Mr. Laraen took place from the Silver 
street church, and was largely attended, 
the members of Dania society being 
there in large numbers.

Leishnmn by Izaet Pasha, secretary of 
the palace and Hedjib Melhame, as the 
minister of public works, that the list of 
American schools will be immediately 
recognized, which Mr. Leishman subse- 
quently embodied in a note to the porte 
with the intention 
of obtaining 
the 


porte's official confirmation, are under- 
stood to have been disapproved at the 
palace, hence the porte's reservation that 
instead of immediate recognition as in 
the case of France and the other powers, 
the Amenann list must be submitted to 
the scrutiny of the. ministry of public in- 
struction .and. the necessary permits ob- 
tained before ft will be officially recog- 
nized.

Tests also have been ordered of a new 


type of shell known as "tracers," which 
are used for, night firing and.:,wjli«i^ar:e 
illuminated so that they trace the course 
of the projectile and enable the gun 
pointers to note the effect of, the firing.

To a 
Journal representative and Chief of 
lice Poster Kiesen protested one evening 
recently that, he was entirely innocent 
of .that crime -and that, he was a victim 
of circumstances.
